Special Committee Report — The special committee on sta- 
tistics submitted a report, which, after some alterations, was 
adopted as follows : 

Your special committee on improved statistics has had under careful 
consideration the matter referred to it, and now submits the following for 
your consideration : 

We believe that the mistakes quite common in Table No. 1 are due 
largely to carelessness and to wrong methods of correcting false reports 
made the previous year. The report printed in the Annual is the official 
report. If it does not agree with the church register the correction should 
be made in the present year’s report rather than to change figures that 
have gone into print. For illustration, let us take the following : 



Members reported last year 447 

Additions on profession of faith 13 

Additions by certificate and otherwise 43 

Removals by death and otherwise 31 

Present total membership 472 



Totals 503 503 



But suppose the report last year was too small by 16, then let this 
year’s report show “additions by certificate and otherwise” of 59 instead 
of 43. and the totals will then show a present membership of 488, and 
will again balance. But if the report showed 16 members too many, the 
“removals by death and otherwise” must show the loss, and the present 
total membership will show 456, and the figures will again balance. This is 
what the church contemplates in the present form of blanks, and is much 
better than changing the figures that have already gone into print and 
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made fast in the record. Care should be used to put these losses or 
gains where they rightly belong. 

In view of all the above, we offer the following as the "Rules of 
Order” for making reports : 

First, that the preachers take the report of their predecessors, published 
in the Annual, as the basis of their present reports, without undertaking 
to correct these figures, and, if corrections must be made, make them in 
their own reports as shown in the illustration above, and in that way 
make their reports balance. 

Secondly, that the Conference elect a statistical committee of three, 
whose duty it shall be to see that these reports are correctly made and 
that the figures balance. Your committee suggest that this work be done 
before noon of the first day of the Conference session.

Vanderbilt University — The following resolution was passed 
by a rising vote, there being not a dissenting voice: 

Whereas, the action of the College of Bishops, acting as a Board of 
Visitors, vetoing the acceptance of the gift of one million dollars to the 
Medical Department of the Vanderbilt University by Mr. Andrew Carnegie, 
has been criticised in certain quarters; and whereas, four members (being 
a minority) of the Board of Trust, at the annual meeting held June, 1913, 
entered their protest against the acceptance of said proposed gift; and 
whereas, it has been claimed by certain parties that neither the veto of the 
Bishops nor the protest of the minority members of the Board of Trust 
represents the sentiments and judgment of the Church generally; there- 
fore, be it resolved : 

First, That, while we regret that the terms of said gift, as set forth in 
Mr. Carnegie’s letter, were such that it could not be accepted with honor, 
we do hereby heartily indorse both the Bishops’ veto and the protest of the 
minority of the Board of Trust. 

Second, That we hereby express hearty agreement with the sentiments 
and positions of the Bishops, as expressed in their “Veto” and “Message to 
the Church at Large,” and of the minority of the Board of Trust, as 
expressed in their protest. 

Third, That we hereby pledge our hearty sympathy and support to the 
Bishops and to the minority of the Board of Trust as faithful servants of 
the Church, in the discharge of their important though unpleasant duties 
in this and the whole Vanderbilt matter.

Whereas, this Conference, in session assembled, last year did by reso- 
lution request the authorities of the Richmond State Fair to discontinue 
the sale of intoxicant liquors upon the Fair grounds and did appoint a 
committee to co-operate with the Anti-Saloon League of Virginia in pro- 
testing to said Fair authorities against the sale of intoxicant beverages 
on the Fair grounds, and, 

Whereas, the Fair authorities have disregarded the protests of the moral 
and Christian citizenship of the State of Virginia in securing a license for 
sale of intoxicating liquors at the 1913 exhibition, securing this license so 
early in the year and so quietly that no opportunity was given for the 
presentation of the views of the protestants against such sale of intoxi- 
cants. be it resolved. 

First, That we again protest against the sale of intoxicants at this 
great Agricultural Exhibition. 

Second, That we continue the committee raised last year to take this 
matter in hand. 

Third, That we counsel our people not to patronize the Virginia State 
Fair until the authorities shall cease to outrage the public moral sense 
by selling intoxicating liquors upon the Fair grounds.

HOLSTON HISTORY. 

Up to the Conference of 1912, held at Abingdon, Va., the Southern 
Methodist Publishing House had issued of Vol. I. of Holston Methodism 
3000 copies (in round numbers); of Vol. II., 2600; of Vol. III., 1000; 
6600 in all. At that Conference the balance against us for these volumes 
was $171.41. October 11, 1912, I paid them ' $100, and October 25, I 
paid them $71.41 in full of account for the 6,600 volumes. This was 
payment in full for the first three volumes.

But what we owe is a certain figure, and the value of the accounts 
and of the books on hand is an uncertain figure. Losses are inevitable. 
Preachers who are in debt to us transfer to other Conferences, or lo- 
cate, and are lost sight of ; some die in debt to us, and their estates do 
not pay out; packages miscarry and are sacrificed at “old hoss” sales; 
and, for other causes, some of our accounts prove worthless. In the 
above figures of $1,161,50 due from agents, there is $125 of accounts that 
are of several years standing, but unlike wine, they do not improve with 
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age. I can scarcely hope that by the collection of accounts and the sale 
of the books in stock we shall be able to do more than settle in full with 
the publishers. So as far as I am concerned I am anxious that this shall 
be done. In the course of nature I shall soon pass away, and I am un- 
willing to die in debt. I would rather pay my debts on this side of the 
dividing line than on the other side. 

But for the salary paid me by the Conference and people this work 
would have stopped with the third volume. Some preachers, I am in- 
formed, have not been very enthusiastic in promoting the sale of the 
books, because they have surmised that I have had a comfortable income 
from the sale of the books. This is a mistake. They perhaps do not 
know that the first editions of all the volumes do not pay out, because 
these editions have to bear the cost of typesetting and electrotyping. For 
instance, after deducting the commission of the agents, I realize only 85 
cents on each copy of Vols. IV. and V., while Vol. IV costs me 87 
cents and Vol. V. 90 cents. After the first editions the volumes come 
to us much cheaper; but of Vol. IV there have been issued only 500 
copies of a second edition, and we have issued only one edition of Vol. 
V. Up to the present date, as things now stand, we are obliged to 
lose money on the fourth and fifth volumes, even if all accounts for 
those volumes are paid in full. 

When the publishing committee was considering what price to put on 
each volume, one of the committee, the lamented Straley, insisted that the 
price should be $1.00; but on our consulting Mr. Smith of the Publishing 
House, he said that the House was accustomed to sell a book of 300 pages 
for a dollar. The price was then fixed at $1.25, and agents were allowed 
32 per cent, off, or 40 cents per volume. The number of printed pages 
in each volume is as follows: Vol. I., 451 pages; Vol. II., 477 pages; 

Vol. III., 463 pages; Vol. IV., 536 pages; Vol. V., 579 pages. And the 

paper has been good— not light and spongy like a cheap novel. The bind- 
ing has also been excellent — neat and durable. It may be that we ought 
to have put all the volumes at $1.50; but as I have been living on and 
within a small salary, and as our object has been not to make money, but 
to advance the cause of Christ by placing in the hands of our people a 
history of God’s doings in these highland regions through the instrumental- 
ity of the people called Methodists, we have sold the books at $1.25. On 
the principle of “honor to whom honor,” I give you the lists of the sub- 
scriptions for Volume V. taken up at the various District Conferences 

this year; 

Wytheville District, 76 copies ; Tazewell District, 96 copies ; Abingdon 
District, 102 copies; Knoxville District, 110 copies; Chattanooga District, 
115 copies; Morristown District, 118 copies; Bluefield District, 139 
copies; Radford District, 155 copies; total, 901 copies. 

That no list was taken up at Harriman Conference was my fault. If 
it was advertised at all I overlooked the notice, and the Conference was 
held without instructions from me. The failure to take up a list at the 
Big Stone Gap District Conference was an oversight of the brethren that 
had been requested to act. There was no intentional neglect. Last year 
the failure to take up a list for Vol. IV. at the Harriman District Con- 
ference was a matter of forgetfulness in the Presiding Elder, whose heart 
was right in the matter. The Presiding Elder, Bro. Kelley, was not to 
blame for the neglect at the Wytheville District Conference, as he was 
providentially absent. The lists taken up at the Abingdon and Knoxville 
District Conferences, if taken at all, were lost. But these failures all 
damaged the business. The District Conference method was the only 
successful method. The failure to take up a subscription at a District 
Conference was to withhold the books from the people and the money 
from the Historical Society. If the volumes had merely been published 
and advertised the scheme would have been a disastrous failure. Drum- 
ming has become necessary to every commercial enterprise. Besides, our 
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field i9 too narrow for a spontaneous sale of the books in sufficient num- 
bers, however meritorious they may be; for that field is in the main the 
territory of a single Conference, with only a minority of the inhabitants 
interested in it, and many of them too poor to purchase, or too illiterate 
to appreciate books. 

It is, perhaps, not necessary to suggest to you that the work of the 
Historical Society, which is the Conference, is not done; the books on hand 
must be sold, the accounts must be collected, and full payment must be 
made to the publishers. Besides these things, steps must be taken for 
the issuance of future editions, and their circulation among the people. 
For these purposes it will be necessary to continue the publishing com- 
mittee, and to fill the vacancies that may occur in it from time to time. 

What I shall do from this on I am not fully prepared to say. But I 
cannot be idle; I shall collect the accounts and make payments to the 
Publishing House from time to time. I shall also continue to collect ma- 
terial for my successor, if I have one. It is well that the work has been done; 
but if I had foreseen the labor and suffering I have experienced in the 
work, and especially the trouble I have put the preachers to, I, perhaps, 
would not have undertaken it. No poor man, such as I am, ought to 
have undertaken it; no rich man would have done so. As a mere finan- 
cial enterprise it would have been foolish; and as to fame, it is pleasant 
to think that I shall be remembered for a few years as the biographer 
of my brethren and the historian of a small section of my Church; but 
in a few hundred years the world will have forgotten that I ever ex- 
isted. However, I am glad to believe that when my pen is still and my 
tongue is silent the books will be preaching a Christianity of life and 
power to the people. I shall try to do my duty, putting an implicit trust 
in that Merciful Providence that took care of me on my second circuit 
with a salary of $67.00, and the second year of my married life with a 
salary of $214.00 and no parsonage. Under God my saintly wife and 
myself — a worn-out couple — are in your hands. 

I wish to express my gratitude to the Conference and people for the 
honor they have conferred on me in selecting me as their historian, and for 
the manly manner in which they have sustained me in the work, howbeit, 
their labor and sacrifice have not been entirely gratuitous, for 32 per 
cent, of the retail sales have belonged to the preachers and other agents, 
together with whatever pleasure and spiritual profit the books may have 
brought to the ministry and laity of the Church. 

In conclusion, let me say that I still enjoy a degree of that buoyant, 
spiritual religion that is chronicled in the five volumes, and I trust that 
I shall soon join in a comfortable part of the spirit-world the good men 
and women whose holy lives and triumphant deaths I have sketched, and 
later on most of my readers.

CONFERENCE EVANGELISM. 

This has been in many respects the greatest year of the Holston Re- 
vival. Never before in our history, perhaps, have we had so many ex- 
tensive meetings in a similar period. Jefferson City, Athens — Tenn., 
Sweetwater, Newport, Morristown, Abingdon, Grace Church, Bluefield, 
La Follette, King Memorial — Chattanooga, and) Bramwell, W. Va., 
have especially been blessed with revivals of remarkable depth and 
power. At very many other points results have been nearly as 
large, population considered. The season of great spiritual power ex- 
perienced at the last session of the Conference had much to do with 
what has followed during the year. 
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The work has been carried on this year very much as during the 
two years previous. The Committee on Evangelism met at the Mid- 
year Meeting in Radford. Considerable place was given to the move- 
ment in the discussions, and all the Presiding Elders gave it prominence 
in their Missionary Institutes. Some helpful leaflets have been circu- 
lated among the preachers, and attention has been called to books cal- 
ctlated to inspire and help. A number of our preachers attended the 
great Missionary and Bible Conference at Lake Junaluska during the 
summer, and were much profited thereby. 

A short time before the opening of this Conference, a letter was 
sent out to all the preachers and Presiding Elders calling attention to 
mistakes that have crept into our statistical reports hitherto, and 
asking that special care be taken to eliminate these mistakes in the 
reports of this year. The results by Districts as shown by the reports 
of Presiding Elders and pastors, are as follows:

We rejoice at these figures showing that the revival continues, and 
that the tide is rising. May our faith be increased accordingly! 

1. In the public prints we are having our attention called to the 
waste of our natural resources. In the business world, too, we hear much 
of efficiency, and learn that much of energy has been going to waste. May 
it not be true that from this the church can get a needed lesson? It is 
of supreme importance to get men saved. It is not less so to keep 
them saved, and to develop and utilize the energies of these redeemed 
lives. The fact that so many at every revival meeting are found in a 
backward state is a reflection upon the efficiency of our methods. 
We have been far too careless about getting people into our own 
church. Some false ideas of liberality have obtained, and others have 
taken sheaves ripened in our harvest; but far worse, many have been 
left outside of any church by not following up closely the results of our 
meetings. To leave our converts outside the church, is to have them 
speedily fall away altogether. But it is not enough to get them into 
the Church, they must be nurtured, trained, built up. Here is the real 
test of Church efficiency, Sunday school and Epworth League prayer meet- 
ing and love feast, and pastoral visitation all must play their part. Above 
all, we believe that the Christian home is the stronghold of religion, as 
it is the bulwark of society. We believe that something like a Family 
Altar League, by which definite account might be taken of all homes in 
which family worship is observed, might greatly help at this point. 

2. The Christians who grow are those who do something. “Andrew 
first found his own brother Simon, and brought him to Jesus.” Thus the 
Kingdom began to spread, and it is the divinely appointed way. If we 
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could enlist every member of the Church in Holston in an effort to win 
at least one soul to Christ this year, we would have a revival beside 
which all that has been done would seem small. We believe that a Lay 
Evangelistic League, committing the members to such a work, would might- 
ily assist the revival. 

3. There is danger of ceasing to lay sufficient emphasis upon prayer, 
as the necessary channel by which Divine power comes to the Church. 
If not by some definite pledge, then in some other way, our people should 
be led and instructed in the ministry of intercession. We would urge 
that our evangelism at home and abroad be constantly connected in the 
thought and prayers of the people. 

4. We would discourage the idea that evangelism is chiefly a matter 
of emotion. We believe that this work demands a profound study of the 
Word of God, the only true instrument of sane evangelism. We must by 
patient and prayerful study discover from God’s Book the correct diag- 
nosis of man’s disease, the remedy therefor, and the correct manner of 
its application. The ills of our age are too deep-seated to be healed 
slightly. The tendency of popular teaching and writing today is to un- 
dermine the sense of individual responsibility. A popular moral teacher 
recently said : “Human nature is incurably good.” This is all pleasing 
to the men of our day, but our Lord declared, “Ye must be born again.” 
So far from being incurably good, He declared human nature to be in- 
curably corrupt, and in need of regeneration. 

5. We would honor the personality and power of the Holy Spirit. 
Many other things are important, but His presence and blessing is indis- 
pensible. Our text in all this movement has been : “Not by might, nor 
by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord.” 

6. We call attention again to the distinctive feature of the Holston 
Conference revival — pastoral evangelism. It has been emphasized that 
every pastor is called to be an evangelist. Some have perhaps construed 
this emphasis as discrimination against the regular evangelist. This we 
have disclaimed. We gratefully acknowledge the indebtedness of the 
whole Conference to the evangelists who have labored among us this 
year, some of whom have been very greatly honored of God. But it is 
still our conviction that every man truly called of God to preach, is called 
to be an evangelist. If the Church is to be aroused as a whole, it must 
be by every preacher feeling afresh the call to do the work of an evan- 
gelist. When we lose this heaven-born enthusiasm for the conversion of 
souls our system will fall to pieces of its own weight. 

7. We recommend that as many brethren as will volunteer to give 
as much time as they think possible, to be used under the direction of 
the Board of Missions in the neediest and most out-of-the-way places in 
the Conference, only their necessary expenses being provided either by 
the charge getting their services, or by the Board.

SPIRITUAL STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

With profound gratitude to God, your committee is able to report that 
the year has been one without a parallel, as it relates to the great num- 
ber who have professed conversion. From the verbal reports made by 
the Presiding Elders the number will easily reach twelve thousand, and 
something like 30 per cent, of these have been added to the Church. 

When we consider the fields already white to the harvest, and the great 
number of reapers and gleaners who have been employed, and the char- 
acter of our gospel, we need to be humiliated that the number of con- 
verts is not a hundred thousand. It is a source of further humiliation 
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that many of these are backsliders reclaimed. While the spiritually- 
minded should restore, in the spirit of meekness, those who have erred 
from the truth, and the shepherd should seek with diligence the sheep 
that have wandered away, and bring them back to the fold, we deplore 
the necessity of these efforts. As a preventive to so much backsliding 
we are of the opinion that the faithful and earnest preaching of the 
pure Word of God will do more than anything else. When Christ is 
lifted up He will draw all men unto himself, and a gospel that will save 
sinners will keep them saved. Sensational utterances, and dry, insipid, 
tasteless literary essays can. never be substituted for the gospel of the 
Son of God. 

The trend toward worldliness is great, and the avenues to wicked- 
ness are on every hand, so that the utterances of our pulpits should give 
no uncertain sound, as the views of our Church in relation to those 
diversions which cannot be taken in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

Your committee is further humiliated that out of these great revivals 
there have come so few recruits to our ministry. It is also manifest 
that we are losing much spiritual strength, wherein we have failed to 
utilize our class meetings; and in many places love feasts — once a great 
power in the establishment of our converts — are only nominally observed. 
To announce a fast day would create surprise, and put a pastor on the 
defensive. Our quarterly meetings, in the past century, were looked upon 
as places where spiritual strength was recruited, but they are no longer 
looked to as such. Saturday services, especially in the towns, are almost 
entirely ignored. They are as powerless as Samson when shorn of his 
locks. 

As a means of fortifying our people against backsliding, and of stimu- 
lating, and encouraging their growth in grace, we recommend careful 
and consecutive reading of the Scriptures, and much private prayer. We 
cannot too earnestly emphasize the importance of erecting, and maintain- 
ing family altars — prayers in the homes of our people both morning and 
night. We would also urge all of our people to have their children dedi- 
cated to God in baptism, and that whenever it is practicable that it be 
done in the Church. 

In view of the foregoing, 

Resolved, That all of our pastors be requested to read in each of 
their respective churches the Episcopal address in the last edition of our 
Discipline, and that this be done immediately preceding the holidays. 

Second, That we will pray the Lord of the Harvest to call and send 
forth such an army of reapers and gleaners that there shall not be left 
a downtrodden straw that shall not be gathered into the garner.

SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

Out of a total membership of 73,000 probably 30,000 — the great ma- 
jority of whom are young people — assemble every week of the year in 
the Sunday School rooms of the Holston Conference. While rejoicing in 
the religious possibilities thus created, and the benefits which accrue to 
all concerned, we realize that opportunity carries with it responsibility 
to God for the character and influence of this the greatest educational in- 
stitution under our control. For each pastor in our Conference we have 
in our Sunday Schools twenty sub-pastors who — discount them as we 
may — are products of our system of training for religious service and 
the best we can command. Their precepts and personality take effect 
at much closer range than do those of the pulpit. 

As we cannot shift our responsibility, neither would we forget our 
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indebtedness to these 5,550 officers and teachers for their ministrations 
to the spiritual needs of the people of our pastoral charges. If more 
than three-fourts of the Church’s accessions are from the Sunday school, 
that fact alone stamps it as, outside of the pastorate, the greatest or- 
ganized agency of the Church, and confessedly the most fruitful field in 
which it labors. Doubt is smitten with dumbness when challenged by 
this question : What would be the effect on the Church of today if its 
Sunday Schools were eliminated? 

Statistics show an increase of over 1,500,000 members of the Sunday 
Schools within the past three years — in the United States alone ! Equip- 
ment and methods which satisfied the requirements of yesterday are obso- 
lete today. The rapidity of the salutary change would amaze us if the 
evolution were not so entirely normal as to disarm surprise. Consider the 
tremendous significance of the organized class movement — especially among 
adults. Have we — to employ an overworked phrase — “caught the vision” 
of this one marvelous forward movement of the Kingdom of God going 
hand in hand with others of like purpose under the spiritual impulse of 
which they were born? And have we acknowledged our indebtedness to 
Sunday School forces for the splendid church homes we see on every hand 
as well as the additions to church membership annually reported? 

That many of our Sunday Schools are suffering from a lack of prop- 
erly qualified officers and teachers is an open secret. Adverse criticism 
is easy; therefore freely indulged. But it is cruelly unjust if we are 
not making earnest efforts to help these handicapped co-laborers to greater 
efficiency. Localized interest does not suffice the general need. The 
spirit of good Samaritanism will discover not one, but many hundreds 
robbed of educational advantages, wounded in soul and lying in helpless 
isolation along the Jericho road of our itinerancy. In our zeal for sav- 
ing sinners let us not forget the suffering saints. Many of our people, 
at heart as good as the best, and as faithful as the foremost of us, thirst 
for sympathy and perish for lack of knowledge to which we hold the key. 

It is plainly the duty of schools, rich in resources, to lend a helping 
hand to those who are the victims to adverse conditions. A Children’s 
Day contribution — which some of our most pretentious schools withhold — 
falls far short of obligation for real brotherly service of a much higher 
order. The first great need in our Sunday School work is co-operation ; 
the strong helping the weak by sympathetic fellowship in associated effort 
to encourage, to instruct, to inspire. Our work will be revolutionized 
when our strong schools align themselves with the weak ; when our ex- 
pert workers of the town condescend to men and women of low estate 
in the regions beyond — of which some have less intimate knowledge than 
of mission work in lands beyond the seas. 

We ought to validate our connectional claim by getting together in 
Sunday School Conferences, Institutes, Unions, Mass Meetings — call them 
what you will. Let the preachers to whom our people look for leader- 
ship blow the trumpet and call the hosts together — in circuit and district 
assemblies, laying violent hands on men and women notably successful in 
Sunday School work and compel them to go abroad letting their light 
shine where it is most needed and would be most appreciated. What hun- 
dreds of our disqualified and dispirited Sunday School workers need above 
everything else is to be brought together — as preachers are — in fellowship 
of interest to discuss with others more fortunate, their peculiar prob- 
lems, in search of better methods and more satisfactory results. 

In behalf of patient and uncomplaining fellow-helpers in the gospel 
of Christ — who work for nothing and pay their own expenses — we most 
earnestly request the co-operation of our preachers, especially presiding 
elders, in the special effort which the Board will make in the ensuing 
Conference year to secure to these men and women, through district organ- 
ization, the benefits of Conference and Institute exercises. Such organi- 
zations will put us well on the way towards a solution of problems that 
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have hitherto been too hard for us. So, for the present, we confine our- 
selves to the bare assertion of the importance of such specific interests 
as the Cradle Roll, Home Department. Wesley Bible classes, Teacher 
Training, Children’s Day, etc., full information concerning which is freely 
furnished from Nashville or Richmond. We hope to treat these matters 
in detail and more effectively through other means to be employed during 
the incoming year. From the experience of years we are so absolutely 
assured of the necessity of co-operative effort that we make appeal for 
your support of the following simple 

PLAN FOB DISTRICT ORGANIZATION. 

1. A District Board composed of five Sunday School workers, of 
which the resident lay member of the Conference Board shall be ex-officio 
chairman. 

2. These workers to be selected by agreement between the Presiding 
Elder and the District Chairman ; and their successors in office to be 
elected annually by the District Sunday School Conference, if estab- 
lished, otherwise by the District Conference of the Church. 

3. The District Board shall be auxiliary to the Conference Board and 
shall, by Conferences of Sunday School workers, by Institutes and other 
practicable means, promote the organization of new schools and greater 
efficiency in those already established. 

The following have been adopted as 

RULES GOVERNING SUPPLIES TO NEEDY SCHOOLS. 

1. Every order for literature or supplies must be approved by the 
pastor in charge, and all orders shall be made through the Superintendent 
of Sunday School supplies, who may allow, modify, or disallow any order, 
in his discretion, but appeal to the Board may be had from his action. 

2. No financial aid shall be extended to Sunday Schools where Chil- 
dren’s Day fund, if collected, is not forwarded to the Treasurer of the 
Board to be applied according to disciplinary provisions. 

3. No financial aid shall be extended to Sunday Schools where the 
general collections are applied to causes other than the legitimate operat- 
ing expenses of the schools. 

4. No financial aid shall be extended to Sunday Schools failing to 
conform to the rules and regulations of the Sunday School Board. 

5. No literature will be supplied except upon written application 
made in due form each quarter.

MORAL, SOCIAL, AND ECONOMIC MOVEMENTS. 

The crisis of the irrepressible conflict against evil and vice is upon 
us. The fathers, mothers, brethren, patriots, have carried the battle up 
the heights, and the enemies of our race are entrenched, confused and 
desperate. The last charges are left for us to make against the strong 
and sullen hosts. This is our day and vantage. The vices of two cen- 
tures ago are, many of them, suppressed, others are handicapped and some 
are wiped off the calendar of wrongs. Popular social evils of a century 
ago are felonies today ; injustice and crime are being outlawed. The prin- 
ciples of Christianity are laying anew the foundations of legislation and 
society. Our laws are juster; legislation is now for the masses, men’s 
hearts are gentler, their spirits tenderer, more generous and philan- 
thropic. The clash of arms and the roar of the enginery of modern war- 
fare are being referred to reason and arbitration. The virtues and the 
fruits of the Spirit are waxing; Christ’s Kingdom is coming on. 

Intemperance, “the curse of nations,” has been doggedly driven to the 
last ditches, within the period of the present generation. During the last 
twenty years the use of intoxicants has decreased 40 per cent, in Eng- 
land, our mother country. She is also withdrawing her opium traffic 
from India. China is winning her fight against opium. The German 
Empire is leading a total abstinence crusade. France is giving her peo- 
ple a thorough scientific education on the evils of brewed beverages. Ice- 
land has become the first prohibition nation. New Zealand and Australia 
are next to follow her example. 

Within our own land we are moving toward nation-wide prohibition. 
Three-fifths of our area and forty-four millions of our people are under 
the protection of prohibition laws. We have nine prohibition states. Only 
three states have no prohibition laws of any kind. Only eight states 
have more wet than dry territory. The Webb-Kenyon Bill enables each 
state to determine for itself if intoxicants shall not be shipped into its 
borders. 

The Church of God must continue to be the generating power for the 
destruction of the liquor traffic. The united denominations as one body, 
the anti-saloon leagues, the Women’s Christian Temperance Unions, advo- 
cates of the Four-Mile Law and local option, all moral, Christian and 
temperance organizations, together with patriots, lawmakers, faithful 
judges and officers of the courts, are combined as never before to co-operate 
in the overthrow and extermination of the saloon, the dispensary, the 
drinking club, bootleggers, breweries and distilleries. 

Holston Conference includes parts of three States. 

First. Tennessee is one of the nine prohibition States. The issue 
now is between lawlessness and law enforcement, between anarchy and 
the maintenance of the majesty of the law. The reproach and shame 
which have come upon the fair name of the Old Volunteer State have been 
influenced by partisan politics for supremacy, the representatives of law- 
lessness in the large cities and by the liquor forces within and without 
the state. 

Seoond. Virginia, under local option, has seventy of her one hundred 
counties, nine of her nineteen cities, and one hundred and fifty-three of 
her one hundred and sixty-three towns with no form of liquor license. 
The number of liquor licenses have decreased from three thousand to less 
than one thousand. This situation is not satisfactory to the Virginia 
people. Hence, the last legislature was asked to pass an “Enabling Act,” 
which would allow an election to be called for state-wide prohibition. 
The house passed the bill; the senate defeated it. The people are about 
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to elect another house favorable to the measure. It remains to be seen 
if the senate will yield to the expressed will of the sovereign people. 

Third. The state of West Virginia has placed this year, upon her 
statue books a State-wide prohibition law against the sale, use, distilla- 
tion and shipment into her territory of any intoxicants, and the law 
goes into effect the first diay of next July, with ninety-two thousand ma- 
jority votes to sustain it. 

Hence, with two of our States state-wide, our Conference territory 
is in the forefront of the temperance crusade, toward the world-wide con- 
quest. We are proud to believe our Church has done an honorable part 
in the victories won. Yet we might have done more; and this is no time 
to rest in hopeful optimism. Virginia is yet in the toil of adverse agencies 
to state-wide prohibition; and there as elsewhere our people are in the 
final struggle for law enactment and law enforcement. 

Whereas the Church calls upon every member and friend to move for- 
ward. Therefore, resolved. 

First. That we rejoice with West Virginia and our brethren there 
in their great and signal triumph. 

Second. That we commend our governors, officials and the legislators 
of our three states for their fidelity to their pledges and their strenuous 
services in the interest of state-wide prohibition ; and we respectfully 
request the governor and senate of Virginia to pass the Enabling Act, 
and the governor and legislature of Tennessee to pass their Law Enforce- 
ment measures. 

Third. That we endorse the anti-saloon leagues of these several States 
as valuable non-partisan agents, in the fight against the liquor traffic; and 
join hands with every church and order in the struggle for temperance 
and law. 

Fourth. That we urge our every member and friend to so invest his 
suffrage with his conscience that he will give no countenance to men or 
measures that are friendly to the interests of the liquor traffic. 

Fifth. That we as preachers and laymen will seek to make our pul- 
pits and our daily intercourse with men vital and practical with such 
themes as reverence, virtue, temperance, and loyalty; and that we will 
get on our great commission to preach the Gospel to every creature. 

Sixth. We reaffirm the position our Bishops and Conference have 
taken from time to time against worldly amusements, the tobacco evil, 
the drinking club, the drug and drug store evils, the outlawed gambling 
evils, the poolroom, against fraud, profanity and every form of sinful in- 
dulgence and distraction that supplants Christian zeal and usefulness.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The American Bible Society is in the 97th year of its existence. The 
nations of the world have opened wider their doors to the reception of 
the Bible than ever before. Nations long dormant have suddenly arisen 
to new life, new convictions and new hopes. The extraordinary move- 
ments in China and the near East betoken colossal changes in the con- 
dition of mankind. The presence and power of God is being singularly 
felt everywhere. 

The tide of missionary enthusiasm in American Churches has risen 
high, and the work of translation and distribution has necessarily in- 
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creased. The American Bible Society last year sent out for work among 
the Poles, 55,000 copies of the Word ; Spaniards, 50,000 ; French, 25,000 ; 
Russian, 24000; Chinese, 12,000, and for the exclusive use of the police 
force in Japan, 46,000. The total number of volumes distributed last 
year was 4,049,610- — an increase over the distribution of 1907 of 87 
per cent. 

The Central Agency, including Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama 
and Mississippi, presided over by the Rev. Geo. J. Browne, has given 
your board the following: Agency workers, 34; miles traveled by col- 
porters, 36,000; homes visited, 81,564; Bibles distributed, 87,519 — an in- 
crease over 1911 or 16,000 volumes. 

In Holston something is being done to distribute the Word. Rev. 
I. T. Cameron, Missionary to the Italians, in the Bluefield District, is 
meeting the needs of that race. Rev. E. H. Bogle, of Bristol, last year 
spent 88 days, traveled 578 miles, and distributed 226 Bibles, 797 Tes- 
taments and 11 portions, a total of 1,034 volumes. 

There are thousands of foreigners coming into our midst every year, 
and in the mining district the increase in foreign population is being 
equaled by the increase in American population. It is a question whether 
we shall evangelize the foreigner, or let him heathenize the natives of 
the mine section. Therefore, be it resolved, that your Bible Board be 
allowed to retain one-half of the amount raised on assessments next year, 
for use in Holston, the bulk of this to be used in the purchase of the 
Word in languages represented in the entire Conference. 

Be it further resolved, that the assessment for the coming year, which 
is the same as last — $800.00 — be the minimum.

LAYMEN’S MISSIONARY MOVEMENT. 

Believing that the Laymen’s Missionary Movement lies at the very 
foundation of the success of our Church in evangelizing the world, we 
make an earnest prayer, and appeal for a closer relationsihp of pastor 
and layman in the advancement of the whole missionary work of the 
Church ; that is to say, we want a closer co-operation between layman 
and pastor in the raising of all missionary and other collections of our 
Church, and in creating and promoting a stronger, broader and higher mis- 
sionary spirit among the whole Church. 

To advance the above idea we have recommended jointly with the 
Board of Missions the appointment of a Conference Field Missionary Sec- 
retary, and have pledged our support. We therefore make an earnest ap- 
peal to all laymen and pastors to co-operate in this great work. 

As we are in urgent need of immediate and continuous re-enforce- 
ments of men and means, we think it appropriate and proper to incor- 
porate in this report a resolution passed at Lake Junaluska Conference, 
as follows : 

Resolved, That the laymen of the M. E. Church, South, assembled 
in conference at the Southern Assembly, ratify the action of our laymen 
taken at the Chattanooga Conference in regard to an Emergency Corps, 
and urge our Conference, District, and Church lay leaders and all our 
laymen to actively co-operate with the Executive Committee by enlisting 
men until our Emergency Corps shall number at least ten thousand 
members. 

It is the earnest desire of this Committee that every layman inter- 
ested in the advancement of our Church purchase a volume of the steno- 
graphic report of Lectures at Lake Junaluska Conference. 
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In answer to an appeal by the Board of Missions for a quarter mil- 
lion building fund, we earnestly request the laymen of Holston Conference 
to take upon themselves the obligation of raising a fund of $10,000.00 
over and above the benevolent assessment, to be applied to such of this 
building fund as the Board of Missions may desire.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

We believe that the preservation of American civilization and ideals, 
and the permanence of our Christian institutions, demand that we re- 
main true to American standards of conduct, and not yield to so-called 
Continental standards, and their seductive influences as regards Sabbath 
Observance, and proper appreciation of those forces in our national life 
that are fostered by the Sabbath as a day of rest and worship. The 
Sabbath has a civil status commonly recognized by law and public opinion, 
and should be given a religious status by the Church. It is sanctioned 
by both Divine Revelation and the needs of humanity, the latter includ- 
ing social, economic, physical and moral needs. Your committee, there- 
fore, recommends, 

1 That our preachers should preach upon Sabbath observance at all 
of their preaching places, not merely to reiterate the value of the deca- 
logue as a principle, but to apply this principle to modern life in specific 
terms. 

2. That our preachers should urge Sunday School instruction upon 
this subject. When the pastor is given opportunity to address the Sun- 
day School, he would often do well to use the time to indoctrinate the 
children on this topic. 

3. Let our preachers urge upon our Epworth Leaguers the neces- 
sity of a frank, open, and thoroughly sane study of this subject. Our 
Senior Leaguers are usually, in large part, because of their age and 
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social environments, especially exposed to temptations to disregard the 
Sabbath. 

4. Chir older members are often careless in their attitude and con- 
duct toward the Sabbath. We should plead for a religious view and 
practice that is at once sane, Biblical, and yet neither Pharisaical, nor 
forgetful of modern life and demands. Unnecessary Sunday travel, amuse- 
ments, social gatherings, and any thoughtless practices that militate 
against public morals, need our special attention. Public sentiment in 
many localities needs a decided toning up on the matters of Sunday 
automobile excesses, Sunday railroad or other excursions, Sunday base 
ball playing, and non-devotional gatherings for singings or celebrations. 
Some Sunday business, especially such as border upon, or include, cer- 
tain luxuries, could be abolished, if the public did not really demand it. 
Certainly no Sunday work should be forced upon anyone, or made ex- 
cusable for anyone, by any Christian, unless such work can be classed 
as Scripturally necessary, or as work of mercy, charity, or service to 
the souls of men. 

Our preachers, of all men, should be cautious in their attitude and 
conduct. Cod requires of preachers no better or purer lives than he 
demands of the laity, but he has certainly placed upon the ministry the 
duty of setting proper examples by their lives.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

More and more we are led to believe that the work of organized church 
extension is a providential movement. In the outset there were those 
who prophesied failure, but it has come to be a glorious success. Some- 
thing of the magnitude of the work done by the Board of Church Ex- 
tension may be gathered) from the fact that within the last thirty-one 
years almost $4,000,000 have been expended, affording assistance to 8,692 
churches and 2,261 parsonages, being more than half the number of 
churches, and more than 40 per cent, of the total number of parsonages 
owned by our Church. We yet have 2,770 homeless congregations, and 
1,093 pastoral charges without parsonages. In Holston Conference we 
have 131 congregations without churches, and 50 pastoral charges without 
parsonages. We long to see the day when each congregation will have 
a house of worship, and each pastoral charge a parsonage. 

We desire to record our appreciation for, and our sympathy with, the 
movement to build the representative church at Washington City. We 
pledge the hearty co-operation of this Board, in every possible way, with 
the special committee appointed a year ago to look after this special in- 
terest in our Conference. 

We earnestly request the pastors and presiding elders to avail them- 
selves of the very generous offer of the General Board to furnish litera- 
ture without charge for general distribution. We need a campaign of 
education among the rank and file of our membership along this par- 
ticular line. 

We are glad to be able to state that a number of the churches men- 
tioned in the report a year ago as being in arrears with the General 
Board for loans granted them have met their obligations; but the fol- 
lowing have loans that are overdue : Bramwell, North Fork, Pineville, 
Epworth, Crossville and King Memorial. We earnestly request these con- 
gregations to meet these obligations as promptly as possible. 

The Board unanimously adopted the following recommendations : 

In view of the increasing demands made upon the Board of Church 
Extension, caused by the influx of population, and the development of 
our coal fields, and finding our collections are wholly inadequate to meet 
these demands, -we recommend that each district will co-operate with the 
Board to raise a sufficient amount to be added to our Sullins-Price-Rich- 
ardson Loan fund to meet these demands ; and furthermore that the dis- 
tricts contributing shall have the amounts contributed, if so desired, 
loaned to buildings within their bounds, provided that no loan will be 
made until the assessments are paid during that year. 

Second. We recommend that no church or parsonage expecting aid 
from this Board shall be enterprised without having the endorsement 
of the presiding elder and chairman of the executive committee of the 
Conference Board. 

Third. We urge the presiding elders to see to it that our churches 
and parsonages are fully insured. 

Two vacancies exist in the membership of this Board, caused by the 
transfer of Rev. J. W. W. Shuler and the location of Rev. Battle Mc- 
Lester. We nominate Rev. J. A. II. Shuler and Rev. S. S. Catron as 
their successors. 

We had applications before us for more than $8,000, and only 
about one-third of this amount available for donations, and $1,200 avail- 
able for loans. By unanimous vote it was agreed to apply 25 per cent, 
of our receipts to the Sullins-Price-Richardson Loan Fund. 

We recommend the fourth Sunday in May as Church Extension Sun- 
day, and urge the presiding elders and pastors to bring this interest 
prominently before the people. 
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The assessment for the ensuing year is $9,295, and is apportioned to 
the various districts as follows: 

Bluefield, $820; Tazewell, $850; Radford, $850; Wytheville, $875; 
Abingdon, $875; Big Stone Gap, $850; Morristown, $875; Knoxville, 
$1,425; Harriman, $450; Chattanooga, $1,425; total, $9,295. 

We have made donations and loans to seventeen churches and six 
parsonages as follows ;

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The year just closing has been characterized by unusual activity in 
our educational work. Our schools, without exception, have prospered, 
and are planning for larger usefulness in the future. 

Hiwassee College continues to grow under the wise and efficient man- 
agement of Dr. Blake. His reports show an increased attendance over 
last year, and constant improvement is now the order of the day at 
Hiwassee. 

Martha Washington College has a growing attendance, and is going 
■teadily forward in her splendid improvements. A story has been added 
to the old chapel on the east side of the main building, and has been 
given a front like the new building on the west side, which makes a beau- 
tiful and harmonious structure, well suited to the growing needs of that 
great school. 

Bulling College has, doubtless, never had a better patronage, nor has 
ever done better work than at the present time. The careful business 
methods and wise leadership of Dr. Neighbors and those associated with 
him makes the future at Sullins bright with promise. 

The report from Centenary College shows a condition of unusual pros- 
perity. The present building not being large enough to accommodate 
faculty and students, a new building enterprise is being arranged at the 
present time, to meet the growing demands of this splendid school. 

The attendance at Emory and Henry College is larger now than last 
year at this time. Boys are there from all over the Holston, and from 
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other Conferences, and with a Faculty equal to any in the past, that 
school is starting upon a year of great promise. 

The following persons have been nominated as trustees for Centenary 
College for a period of six years : G. L. Hardwick, W. M. Bryant, J. M. 
Bennett, W. S. Milne, and J. E. Johnston; for a period of four years — 
E. T. Hall, George R. Stuart, W. S. Lang, J. F. Hannah and C. S. 
Mayfield; for a period of two years — O. W. Miller, C. L. Hardwick, 
R. B. Davenport, W. E. Brock and V. C. Allen. A resolution was passed 
asking Dr. Stonewall Anderson to submit the charter and title deeds of 
Centenary College to the attorney of the General Board of Education, 
that in the event these papers do not conform to the requirements of the 
Discipline, that the said attorney may advise the Secretary of our Con- 
ference Board of the necessary changes; the Board of Trustees of Cen- 
tenary College having expressed their desire to have them conform to 
the disciplinary requirements. The attention of the Conference is called 
to the urgent needs of this school. Pressure of debt and lack of room 
impair the usefulness and impede the progress of this great institution. 
The Citizens of Cleveland have borne practically all its financial burdens 
in the past, and the heaviest of these burdens have rested upon the 
shoulders of a loyal few. Your Board, therefore, unanimously adopted 
the following resolution : Whereas, Centenary College is in need of $30,000 
to pay an indebtedness now on the institution, and the further sum of 
$30,000 for the erection of a new dormitory building, 

Resolved, that this Board recommend the appointment of Barney 
Thompson as agent to raise these sums during the year, and that the 
Conference lend its hearty support to the effort, and make this canvass 
the one Conference effort for college funds. 

The following recommendations of the General Board were submitted 
by Dr. Stonewall Anderson, and we herewith submit them for the action 
of the Conference. First, that the presidents of our Conference schools 

be appointed to represent this Board at the Educational Conference of 

1914. Second, that Vocation Day, looking to the presentation of the claims 
of the ministry, and Christian work to the young men and young women 
of our church, receives our hearty endorsement. Third, that the literature 

of the General Board be carefully considered by the preachers of the 

Conference and put as far as possible in the hands of our people. Fourth, 
that our Conference schools be requested to adopt, if not already adopted, 
a course of study for religious leaders. Emory and Henry College in- 
stituted such a course, but had to give it up for lack of sufficient funds 
for its maintenance. 

The employment of an auditor to audit the books of our several schools 
and report upon their financial conditions, and business methods was 
authorized. 

The following recommendations are made : The appointment of A. S. 
Thom as teacher in Montgomery High School. West Virginia; R. N. 
Havens, student at Emory and Henry College. 

In accordance with the action of this Board, and from the Central 
Committee of Management, I submit the following report as agent for 
Emory and Henry College.

The Ep worth League was organized for the purpose of developing and 
cultivating the spiritual life of our young people and training them for 
leadership in the Church. That it has fulfilled this purpose no one familiar 
with its history can doubt. Among many of our people, however, there 
is a growing feeling that the Epworth League is losing its hold on our 
young people. By many it is not regarded as a spiritual force in the 
Church. Many of our pastors fail to give it the co-operation and support, 
where there are chapters, necessary to its largest success. Many of them 
feel no concern in organizing chapters where such chapters could be 
maintained. 

Moreover, in our Annual Conference the Epworth League Board is 
given practically no recognition along with the other Conference Boards; 
Therefore, be it resolved : 

First. That the Epworth League Board be given equal recognition 
at the mid-year meetings along with other Conference Boards. 

Second. That our pastors, recognizing the importance of organizing 
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and maintaining Epworth Leagues wherever possible, give this depart- 
ment of the Church their earnest attention. 

Third. That each pastor observe an anniversary Epworth League day 
during the year; if possible, on the second Sunday in November, and that 
this service embrace an address or sermon by the pastor on the subject 
of Epworth Leagues. 

Fourth. That we commend the policy of the General Epworth League 
Board in changing the “Fra” from a weekly to a monthly magazine. That 
we observe with pride the high literary and spiritual quality of the Era; 
that we recommend that all our pastors do all within their power to in- 
crease its circulation among the young people in their charges.

BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The General Board of Missions reports another year of progress. Even 
in Mexico and Korea a substantial gain in membership has been reported. 
Thirty missionaries were sent out during the year; $67,000.00 was spent 
in building and equipment, and the Congo Mission has been enterprised, 
three married missionaries having been sent to that field. The income 
from the assessments, $400,000 for foreign and $125,000 for home missions, 
is far too small to carry on the work. But for the specials that have 
been raised, much of our work abroad would have to be abandoned. The 
debt has been reduced from $145,000 January 1, 1912, to $121,943 Janu- 
ary 1, 1913. The fact that some Conferences do not remit funds belong- 
ing to the General Board until after the Conference Session has been 
held, necessitates the borrowing, which entails an interest account of $7,500 
per year. This could be avoided. It is with humiliation we record our 
Conference one of the worst sinners in this respect. The law requires 
monthly remittances from our Board which implies the same from our 
charges. If they do not come from the charges, remittances cannot be 
made by the Board. We need to develop some conscience in this matter. 
The secretaries urge us and all Conferences to comply with the law by 
keeping a separate account of the fund raised in the Sunday School. The 
report shows 928 subscribers to the Missionary Voice, thirty-four of whom 
are men. Eight hundred more subscriptions would bring us up to the 
standard of one subscription to every forty-four members of the Con- 
ference. Our Board respectfully requests each district in the Conference 
to secure 100 new subscriptions to the Voice by the first of January, 
1914, the same to be reported to the presiding elders and through them 
to our secretary. 

Your Conference Board of Missions deferred, until the Emory and 
Henry campaign had been completed, an active campaign. As soon as 
that came to a successful issue, we issued circular letters and kept up 
correspondence with presiding elders, pastors, laymen, Sunday School super- 
intendents and Epworth League officers, the result of which enabled us to 
send $2,000 to the General Board and pay drafts quarterly as usual to 
our missionaries. 

The Italian Mission, according to all reports, has had the best year 
of its history. Five adults were received into the Church, a number of 
infants baptized, fifty pupils taught in English, and a large number of 
Italians reached by the preached word. 

The Woman’s Missionary Society has placed at Welch. W. Va., where 
our Mission Board is located, a deaconess and trained nurse, who are to 
minister to all classes. They have been especially helpful to the Italian 
work. The Home Mission Department, through its secretary, Dr. John M. 
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Moore, has shared with ns the support of the mission for the past year, 
appropriating $420 for that purpose. That amount has been increased to 
$600 for the coming year. 

Our Conference Missionaries, seventy-one in number, report a success- 
ful year. We desire to call attention to the amount of pastoral visiting 
done, with the suggestion that double the average number of visits made 
during the year could well be taken as the minimum. 

We again call attention to our unoccupied territory, and the fact 
that our Conference Missions can be made special objects for directed 
appropriations from Churches, Sunday Schools, Epworth Leagues and in- 
dividuals. Many of the missions should be supported in this way. When 
we recall the fact that in our Conference bounds more than 800,000 adults 
are not members of any church, the great necessity for an advance is 
imperative. 

We earnestly request every pastor to conduct at least one Mission 
Study Class in his charge during the year. 

We have respectfully considered the memorial from the preachers of 
the Harriman District for an appropriation to the presiding elder, the 
purpose of which was to reduce the burden laid on the charges. We agree 
that they should be relieved, but it is our deliberate and matured judg- 
ment that the relief should come through slight changes in the bounds of 
the District and not through this Board. 

In order to facilitate the work of our Conference Missionary Secretary, 
we suggest that the presiding elders arrange the time of their missionary 
institutes and district conferences so that it will be possible for him to be 
present at the sessions. 

A plan of campaign for the year would have been presented at this 
time, but for the enforced absence of Dr. Perry. This will be published at 
the earliest possible date. 

We appreciate the hearty endorsement given by the Bishops, Presiding 
Elders and the Conference to our nomination of Rev. J. W. Perry as 
Conference Missionary Secretary. We have arranged for his support to 
come from the increase in our funds during the current year. 

We commend the work of our Conference Lay Leader, W. W. Hurt, 
and pledge him and the Laymen’s Movement our hearty support. 

We recommend Rev. J. W. Perry to the Bishops for appointment as 
Conference Missionary Secretary, J. A. Baylor as Conference Secretary 
of Evangelism, Rev. G. C. Hounshell as Traveling Secretary of the Stu- 
dent Volunteer Movement, Revs. J. Tyler Frazier, Bascom Waters and 
D. H. Coman as Conference Evangelists. 

The apportionments to our Conference by the General Board are: For 
Foreign Missions, $13,300; Home Missions, $4,300; and this Board asks 
for $14,024 for Conference Missions. We have apportioned these amounts 
to the districts, as follows :

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JAMES O. STRALEY. 

In Carter County, Kentucky, on the 22nd day of March, 1864. James 
Oglethorpe Straley was born. Unlike the great majority, his stay in the 
home of his childhood was brief. At the age of six he set out to make 
his way in the world, building up his character and carving his fortune, 
single-handed and alone. Only occasionally he found opportunity to get 
into a school room, and hence he acquired his education largely outside 
of the text books, though with an alert and questioning mind he learned 
much and rapidly while driven about by the changing currents of cir- 
cumstance. He did manage to spend a year or two at college, the one 
which he afterwards served with conspicuous success as agent and as 
trustee, and near which his body now rests in peaceful sleep. Often 
did he refer to this privilege — the privilege of contact with his teachers 
and the student body, accounting it as of unmeasured value to him in 
equipping him for life and its varied demands. 

It was in the year 1884 that he identified himself with the Holston 
Conference. Two years later Bishop McTyeire ordained him deacon ; 
and two years later still he duly received the orders of the office of elder. 
His Conference biography is briefly this : Cleveland Circuit, one year ; 
Pigeon River Circuit, one year ; Cranberry Mission, one year ; Rogers- 
ville, one year ; Bristol City Mission, two years : Big Stone Gap, four 
years; Pennington Gap Circuit, one year; Whiteside Street, Chattanooga, 
three years; Trinity, Chattanooga, four years; Wise, three and one-half 
years; Emory and Henry College as Financal Agent, one and one-half 
years; Wytheville District, four years; and Tazewell District, one year 
and one month. 

He was married to Miss Lula M. Anderson, of Bristol, in 1890. The 
family circle included seven children, but two of these had gone ahead to 
give him greeting as he followed. The day preceding his death, he con- 
ducted a funeral service in the home of one of his preachers. A babe 
had been taken from its mother’s bosom. Among the comforting words 
he spoke there was a feeling reference to his two little ones in the bliss 
of Heaven, “who,” as he put it, “could not be taken away from him.” 
It seemed to be a matter of unspeakable satisfaction to him that the 
temptations and griefs of this present and unenduring sphere could not 
project their withering blight up into the skies where they lived. 

A singular circumstance brought him into the Methodist Church. He 
related this only a few days before his departure. Somewhere back in 
his early years, homeless and alone, he found a welcome in a Christian 
home for a night. It was a home with a family altar. A godly, widowed 
mother gathered her children about it eacb evening and commended them 
to Heaven in prayer. On that night she prayed fervently for the little 
stranger within her gates. It was an abiding balm to his boyish spirit, 
and long afterwards when he gave his heart to God by faith, he searched 
out his friend of his wandering days, learned her church and put his 
life at its command. 

Brother Straley was far from being an ordinary man. The mold in 
which he was cast is not frequently used by the Architect of our human 
nature. He was independent, resourceful, persistent and notably success- 
ful. In his thinking, he was incisive. He did not travel the beaten 
paths in reaching his conclusions, but preferred to push his way through 
the tangled territory eschewed by minds of less energy and) daring. He 
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seemed, however, sure of his ground, and did not hesitate to express him- 
self with boldness and emphasis. 

In his doing, the same characteristics appeared. He addressed himself 
promptly to his tasks, and ended them with dispatch. As Emerson says 
of Napoleon, he would shorten a straight line to get to his object. If 
the undertaking was a difficult one, it appealed to him with the greater 
force. As a matter of fact, he seemed inclined to leave the easier things 
for others to do. It was in that part of the field where the battle was 
hottest that he was ever to be found, and he never raised the white flag 
in a contest except when he surrendered his life to Christ. 

The twenty-eight years of his itinerant life were years of great use- 
fulness. Much of his work will long be visible to the natural eye. 
Worthy of mention are the seventeen churches and one parsonage that 
he erected, and! the three buildings that adorn the grounds of his Alma 
Mater. Much more that he did was of the kind that the eye cannot see. 
For he literally spent himself in behalf of the tempted, the suffering, 
the erring and the bereaved. And he was a cheerful minister to the 
needs of them all. 

At eventide of November 6 he ceased at once to labor and to live. 
He had spent a busy day at his home, and was seemingly in his usual 
health. Without an instant of warning the summons came and his earthly 
labors were done. He died as he lived, bravely and well. The voice of 
the Lord of the Harvest called at high noon of his life and he promptly 
laid down his sickle and obeyed. Often he spoke of the sudden call that 
would come to him, but never without adding that he was ready to go. 
And ready he was. 

Brother of ours, thy going hence leaves us with a compelling sense 
of loss. We loved thee in life. A very sacred memory of thy comrade- 
ship lingers in our hearts now that thou art gone. The wife and chil- 
dren left behind, for whom thou didst nobly live, are remembered with 
abiding interest in our affection and prayer.

JAMES W. BELT. 

James Wallace Belt was born in Charleston, S. C., in 1824. He was 
converted in early life and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. He was admitted into the Ilolston Conference on trial at Ashe- 
ville, N. C., in 1852, Bishop Capers presiding. 

According to the minutes as shown in “Holston Methodism,” by Dr. 
R. N. Price, there were a number of breaks in Brother Belt’s regular 
connection with the itinerancy. He took the superannuate relation at 
Knoxville in 1S56. He must have returned to the active list later, for 
the minutes show that he was located at Morristown in 1862. He was 
then readmitted at Bristol in 1884, Bishop Keener presiding. He was 
superannuated at Chattanooga in 1891, and retained that relation until 
his death. I have not a complete record of the charges served by Brother 
Belt, but know that among them were Big Stone Gap, Blountville, Cleve- 
land Station, Jonesville, Bluff City, and Bristol Circuit. 

But there was no break in his work as a preacher. I have in my 
possession two books of memoranda, covering all of the time that he 
was located at Speer’s Ferry and at Pattonsville, and the records of dates 
and texts shows that he preached as regularly and extensievly as the 
most diligent traveling minister. The writer has traveled some in the 
territory in Southwest Virginia where Brother Belt had labored in earlier 
years, and found that his name was an ointment poured forth in all 
that region. He was, in his prime, a great revivalist. The older mem- 
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bers, the pillars of the Church in many of the strong charges of Lee 
and Scott Counties, Va., were converted under the ministry of this 
man of God. Brother Peters, a minister of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, who assisted the writer in the funeral services of Brother Belt, 
said that he had heard few preachers in his day approach him in popular 
appeal, vivid imagination and genuine evangelical fervor. 

Brother Belt was married to Miss Sallie Richmond, daughter of the 
late William Richmond. To them were born seven children ; William 
died after reaching manhood. The surviving children are Mrs. Florence 
Bolton and Mrs. J. W. Erwin, of Bristol ; Gaines Worley, of Morristown, 
Tenn. ; Mrs. D. T. < McKee, of Pecos, Tex.; and Mrs. M. L. Johnson, 
of New Mexico. 

Brother Belt spent his declining years with Mrs. Erwin, in Bristol. 
It was a benediction to visit him. He was ripe for the Kingdom, and in 
all his conversation there was a mellowness and a suggestion of the 
Beulah Land in which he lived that touched the soul as a spiritual tonic. 
He often told me that he was “just waiting.” He was as humble as a 
little child. To his latest hour his trust was in the Lamb of God that 
taketh away the sin of the world. 

On Saturday, October 12, 1912, he passed quietly away, and on Mon- 
day, October 14, we accompanied his remains to Speer’s Ferry, where, in 
the home of Mr. J. M. Horton, a lifelong friend, the last rites were 
performed. Despite the steady downpour of rain, a large concourse of 
people gathered to do honor to this faithful servant of Christ. 

“Servant of God, well done!- 
Rest from thy loved employ.” 

Sleep on quietly; thy crowning and triumphal day is coming. In the 
clear, serene light of the eternal morning that Scripture shall be ful- 
filled which declares that “they that be wise shall shine as the . . . 

firmament ; and they that turn many to righteousness as the stars for 
ever and ever.”

HENRY CLAY NEAL. 

Henry Clay Neal, one of the sweetest, gentlest, most Christ-like, and 
among the most heroic of spirits, made his advent into this world in 
Anderson County, Tennessee, May 4, 1829, and from his earthly home in 
Abingdon, Va., took his departure to his home above, May 9, 1913. If 
there is anything in the “law of heredity,” Brother Neal was among the 
most fortunate of men. The best blood of Tennessee flowed in his veins. 
His parents were honest, upright people, and deeply pious members of the 
Methodist Church. A deserving friend remarked that Brother Neal was 
born into the Methodist Church and never got out of it. He was always 
good. Both of his brothers, Rev. W. W. Neal and Hon. John R. Neal, 
were men of high character and distinguished ability. W. W. Neal lived 
and died an honored member of the Holston Conference, M. E. Church, 
South, and John R. Neal represented his Congressional District in the 
United States Congress with honor and distinguished ability. 

When Brother Neal was only five years old, his father moved from 
Anderson to McMinn County, Tennessee, where he grew up and received 
his primary education. Soon after he matriculated in Emory and Henry 
College, from which he graduated in 1861. He greatly loved and honored 
his Alma Mater. But that which revolutionized his whole life occurred 
when he was about sixteen years old at Cedar Springs camp ground, 
where he was happily converted to God. 
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He felt called of God to proclaim the gospel and was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of Bristol Circuit, at Sproles camp 
ground, Sept. 2, 1862, Dr. J. S. Kennedy being presiding elder and his 
brother, W. W. Neal, being Secretary. He was admitted on trial into 
Holston Conference at Athens, Tenn., October, 1862. He mastered the 
Conference course as rapidly as the law allowed. Two years later, he 
was ordained Deacon at Bristol, Tenn., by Bishop John Early, and again 
two years later he was ordained Elder by Bishop H. N. McTyeire, at 
Marion, Va. 

On the 17th day of October, 1871, he was united in marriage to Miss 
Rachel Mitchell, of Abingdon, Va. This was a union of spirits. Their 
love and devotion to each other in joy and sorrow, sunshine and shadow, 
life and death, was most beautiful to behold. Their home was blessed 
with four children, three of whom preceded the father and mother to the 
better country. Miss Pearl died only a few weeks ago. John W. Neal, 
a strong young lawyer, remains to mourn his loss. 

Brother Neal, both by birth and character was a gentleman. He was 
a clear, strong, tender and spiritual preacher. He filled acceptably every 
charge to which he was appointed. His social qualities were of the high- 
est order. His presence in the home was like a burst of sunshine. Free 
from all cant, his religion was always prominent. His personal attach- 
ments were strong and constant. He loved and spoke of his personal 
friends to the last. His friends were legion. The sweetness of his char- 
acter and his spiritual goodness attracted all who knew him. When he 
was too feeble to preach, few if any persons died near him, that he was 
not called to take charge of the funeral service, or take a prominent 
part in it. 

It is a recognized fact that the tenderest heart makes the bravest and 
most heroic soldier. With all of his sweetness of temper and Christlike 
spirit, he was among the bravest, most heroic and most gallant of souls. 
We glorify the gallant soldier who, under the inspiration of martial music, 
and the inflammatory speeches of gallant officers, with a chance to deal 
blow for blow and shot for shot, faces death in the desperate chances 
of the battlefield. He is worthy of all admiration and praise. But what 
of the man who, without a chance of self defense, and with no inspiration 
except a fixed purpose to obey God rather than man faces danger and 
death, never faltering for a single moment. Brother Neal was called of 
God to preach. He felt “woe is me if I preach not.” Like all members 
of Methodist Conferences, he had promised to “reverently obey those who 
had the rule over him.” He had been sent to the Maryville and Louis- 
ville Circuit ; he coolly and deliberately faced a fanatical mob of ignorant 
whites and insolent negroes, not counting his life dear unto himself so 
that he might finish his course with joy. The mob only demanded that 
he desist from preaching. This he would not, and did not do, because 
he regarded it as treason to the Master, and a violation of the sacred 
vows he had taken. Here is heroism of the very highest order. History 
furnishes us no sublimer specimen of courage and true bravery than 
that displayed by Henry C. Neal, in the hands of that Blount County 
mob by which he was abused, cruelly whipped and left bleeding by the 
roadside. 

He was an itinerant Methodist preacher a little over fifty years; all 
but one year was spent in Holston Conference. During that time he 
filled the following charges: Wytheville Circuit, Powell’s Valley Circuit 
and changed to Abingdon Circuit, Rye Cove Circuit, Jonesville Circuit, 
Rutledge Circuit, Maryville Circuit, Salem, Va., Station, Cleveland Station, 
Abingdon Station, Wytheville Station, Jeffersonville Station, Lead Mines 
Circuit, Loudon Circuit, Evansville Circuit, Dickensonville Circuit, Straw- 
berry Plains Circuit, and Abingdon Circuit. At the end of his quadrennium 
on the Abingdon Circuit, his name went to the honor roll, where it re- 
mained until called from labor to rest. We will miss him here, but 
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will find him hereafter. A large concourse of friends, white and black, 
filled the church where the last sad rites were celebrated, and followed 
him to the cemetery at Abingdon, where he was laid to rest until the 
resurrection of the just.

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returning after four years. He entered Hiwassee College, and was gradu- 
ated from this school in two years. He was admitted on trial into the 
Holston Conference at Morristown, Tenn., in the fall of 1889, and ap- 
pointed to Cherry Street and Citico Mission, Chattanooga. Here he served 
two years faithfully and successfully. He then entered Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, where he remained four years, graduating in June, 1895. During 
- these four years of school life he was engaged in missionary work in 
Nashville, serving three years as chaplain of the penitentiary. 

August 25, 1895, he was married to Mrs. Ada Woodhead, of Chatta- 
nooga. About this time, he spent one year in Vanderbilt Training School 
at Bridgeport, Ala. In the autumn of 1896 he was appointed as prin- 
cipal of Pryor Institute, Jasper, Tenn. Here he did some of the most 
efficient work of his life. I was intimately associated with him during 
these four years and know whereof I affirm. In 1900 he was principal 
of Bridgeport Public School. In 1901 he was appointed to Northfork 
Circuit in the Tazewell District. Here he remained two years and waa 
appointed to Orme, a mining town in Tennessee. 

In 1905 he was appointed Financial Agent of Emory and Henry 
College, and afterwards elected to a professorship in Emory and Henry 
College, where he remained until 1911, at which time he went to New 
York, where he took a special course in the Columbia Teachers’ College, 
taking the degree of Master of Arts. He was called to Emory and 

Henry in the summer of 1912 to establish the department of secondary 
education. 

Having been born and reared in the mountains of Tennessee, and 
having come in touch with the need of this Appalachian range, his 

heart burned to give to every son and daughter of this Anglo-Saxon 
people the best educational facilities. The Appalachian school improve- 
ment foundation was developed and incorporated about two years ago. 
Southwest Virginia will never be able to measure the influence of Pro- 
fessor J. R. Hunter. In recognition of this work he was called to the 
Georgia School of Technology in Atlanta. 

Prof. Hunter was not only a diligent student, with a burning desire 
to help his fellows, but he was a devout man, an honest man, self-sac- 
rificing for the good of others. He was genial, pure in heart, a gentle- 
man to the manner born. To know him was to love him. He had no 
children, but was very much devoted to his step-children and they to 
him. Our brother was ready. There is no doubt as to his future well 

being. May God bless the dear wife in her loneliness, the brothers and 

sisters in their great loss, and the good old father, nearly a hundred 
years old, who will soon go hence, simply worn out in a devotion of 
love to God and man.

ROBERT A. HUTSELL. 

Robert A. Hutsell was born Dec. 16, 1847, at Asheville, N. C., and 
died Sept. 7, 1913, at his home in Fountain City, Tenn., after an illness 
of several weeks, in the first year of his superannuate relationiship. He 
was the son of Rev. Eli K. Hutsell, who was one of the most successful 
revivalists in the history of the Holston Conference. His mother waa 
Mary Ann Wells, a woman, according to Dr. R. N. Price in “ Holston 
Methodism , ,” of vigorous intellect aDd unusual force of character. The im- 
press of his pious parents was early prominent in his life. At the tender 
age of ten he was converted and joined the Methodist Church. He was 
married in 1878 to Miss Lucile Seabolt To them were born four chil- 
dren: Robert K., who lives at Fountain City, and who is one of the 
most successful Sunday School superintendents in this Conference; Harry, 
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who is a traveling preacher of promise and ability ; Mrs. J. L. Bragg, of 
Chattanooga, and Miss Pearl Hutsell. 

Brother Hutsell’s life was lived above willful fault. His words were 
chaste, his home life was one of rare charm and beauty. No wife ever 
had a kinder and tenderer husband ; no children ever had a father who 
combined firmer discipline with more mother-like compassion. 

The subject of this sketch joined the Holston Conference in 1872, and 
served, among others, the following charges : Dandridge, Decatur, Sweet- 
water, Spring City. Jasper, King Memorial, Mary Street, LaFollette, Welch, 
Wise and Straw Plains. In 1889. on account of continued ill health, 
he located, and for thirteen years he engaged in the practice of medi- 
cine at La Follette, Tenn. But during this time he preached with re- 
markable regularity. Partially regaining his health, he returned to the 
pastorate in 1897. As a preacher and pastor he served each charge with 
conspicuous fidelity and success. He never sought preferment, but went 
cheerfully to whatever field of service he was assigned. 

As a preacher Brother Hutsell was out of the ordinary. In the early 
part of his ministry he was especially distinguished for evangelistic power. 
In this respect the mantle of his sainted father had fallen upon him. 
In his usual pulpit ministrations his themes had to do with profound 
Christian truth. As Dr. T. J. Eskridge, presiding elder of the Knoxville 
District, said of him, in his funeral eulogy, no one ever heard him an- 
nounce from the pulpit a subject in the least .savoring of the sensational, 
or in anywise calculated to attract the merely curious. He believed that 
the simple gospel is the power of God unto salvation, and that when 
presented it would attract men and women to Christ as nothing else. 
His mind dwelt upon the noblest themes of Christian theology. His 
reasoning was not only profound, but also as clear as the dewdrop. 
Measured by the standard of a preacher’s success — of good accomplished — 
he was a great preacher: and had he been blessed with robust health, 
he would have risen to the front rank of pulpit masters. To an emi- 
nent degree he had the graces of an orator. He had the loftiest senti- 
ments, and expressed them with a choice of diction and fluency rarely 
surpassed. “His sermons,” said one who lately wrote of him, “would 
have delighted any audience in the English-speaking world, however learned 
and refined, just as they thrilled and electrified those who were fortunate 
enough to hear him.” It was easy for him to master andi hold his con- 
gregations.. In unction, in depth of earnestness, in triumphant faith, his 
prayers were powerful. They were effective in convicting sinners and 
strengthening saints. Of all the men I have ever heard pray I think he 
could pray most effectually. He talked with God, as a friend talks with 
friend. But his unusual power in public prayer grew directly out of the 
fact that he lived in the sphere of secret prayer. He relied implicitly 
upon God’s promises. 

There was another trait in Brother Hutsell’s character which deeply 
impressed all who knew him. It was a perpetual calm that hovered over 
his spirit. He had tried and found true one of the most precious promises 
to the child of God, “Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace whose mind 
is stayed on thee.” Things and circumstances which made turbulent the 
ordinary soul, never assailed him. I never knew’ a man who came nearer 
living out the sublime figure with which Goldsmith describes the character 
of the Preacher of the Deserted Village : 

“Like some tall cliff that lifts its aw’ful form, 

Swells above the vale and midway leaves the storm; 

Though round its base the rolling clouds are spread, 

Eternal sunshine settles on its head.” 

Soldier of Christ, well done! Thou hast fought bravely the battle of 
life; thou hast finished thy course with joy, and now a crown of righteous- 
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ness is thine! May those who loved him mourn not, but look at and 
address him in the words of the poet : 

Thy day has come, not gone; 

Thy sun has risen, not set; 

Thy life is now beyond 

The reach of death or change, 

Not ended^— but begun. 

O noble noble soul ! O gentle, gentle heart ! Hail, and farewell !

MRS. R. A. OWEN. 

On the 28th day of December, 1856, at Webster, N. C., on the bank 
of the Tuckasegee river, Elizabeth J. Sherrill made her advent into this 
world, and after a life of a little more than fifty-five years, from the 
circuit parsonage in Morristown, Tenn., on the 9th day of October, 1912, 
she made her exit and her advent into the Land Above the Sky, where 
the clouds never gather, for God himself is the central sun and light. 
She was related to the noted and talented Sherrill family of North 

Carolina. Born of such stock, she was a woman of attractive person- 
ality, of rare natural ability, and where principle was involved, as 

firm and unyielding as the hills by which she was environed. 

In her early womanhood she spent a few years as a teacher, in which 
work she was successful. In the year 1878, at a great revival in 
Webster, N. C., conducted by Revs. J. A. Wiggins and E. Allison, she 
was consciously saved from sin — joyously converted to God, and joined 

the M. E. Church, South. Her conversion was the crowning event of 
her life. In her religion she found something so superior that the love 
of worldliness sank into insignificance, and the love and service of our 
Savior were magnified. She was inwardly and outwardly a new crea- 
ture in Christ Jesus. In that sacred hour she learned to love God and 
humanity, and her entire life was devoted to their service. 

On November 17, 1881, she was married to Rev. R. A. Owen, with 
whom she lived happily for nearly thirty-one years. They were blessed 
w T ith seven children — two sons and five daughters. One son died 1 in 
his second year, a daughter in her fourteenth year, another daughter in 
the second year of her married life. The others were mourners at her 
bier. 

Sister Owen did not believe that the best mothers spend all their 
time and energies in mere drudgery for their children, and have nothing 
for their minds and hearts to feed upon. She was a constant and care- 
ful reader. She kept in touch with the current literature and the news 
of the day. She was an intelligent and entertaining conversationalist. 
At the same time she knew the full value of the most rigid economy. 
Few wives and mothers could make a small salary go farther in the 
support and education of a family than did she. As a hostess she met 
the demands of the most fastidious tastes. 

In her home her virtues showed to best advantage. In the absence 
of her husband, she kept up the family altar. When able, she was 
always at Sunday School, church and prayer meetings, and was a faith- 
ful and enthusiastic worker in the Women’s Missionery Society. 

During her itinerant career she lived and labored in the four States 
of Virginia, West Virginia, Tennessee and North Carolina. The work 
was often hard, and the remuneration small, but no word of complaint 
ever escaped her lips. As a wife she was affectionate, faithful and true; 
as a mother, tender, devoted and wfise. She was almost th^ slave of 
her children. 
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For several years previous to her departure she was an invalid — 
a hopeless one so far as recovery was concerned ; but she never lost 
heart She made a brave fight to baffle the subtle encroachments of disease. 
Dnly a day before her departure she said to her husband, “It looks like 
I will have to give it up.” But she regained her courage and battled 
with grim death to the end, and in an effort to restore her departing 
breath, as she doubtless would have chosen, she died in her husband’s arms. 

The writer knew her well from her girlhood to the day of her death, 
and he utters the highest encomium possible when he says, she was a 
thoroughly good woman. May the clods of earth rest lightly upon her 
bosom. Some glad day there will be a glorious family reunion. 

“Asleep in Jesus ! far from thee 
Thy kindred and their graves may be, 

But thine is still a blessed sleep, 

From which none ever wake to weep.”

MRS. JOHN H. BRUNNER. 

Elizabeth Key, daughter of Rev. John and- Margaret Key, of Monroe 
County, Tennessee, was born February 12, 1826. She was stricken with 
paralysis January 16, 1913 ; and died eighteen days thereafter at her 
home, near Hiwassee College. She joined the Methodist Church in early 
girlhood, and was noted for her habitual reading of good books and 
periodicals. She had a mind of superior order. Her education at Mad- 
isonville, Tenn., and under Dr. David R. McAnally at Knoxville, was ex- 
tensive and accurate. In correct spelling she is thought to have had no 
superior in the state. Indeed, she was characterized by method and 
thoroughness in everything she learned and did. There was no sloven- 
liness in her habits of thought or speech nor in her domestic life. Suffi- 
ciently precise and prudent, she was neither stiff nor cold in society. 

When I first became acquainted with Mrs. Brunner she was teach- 
ing at Dandridge, Tenn. Afterwards she taught at Parrottsville to sup- 
plement the salary of her husband, as quarterage was short in those 
times. After the Civil War she taught her children and others in a 
vacant house near her home. She was never idle or triflingly employed. 
For years she was a faithful Sunday School teacher, a life member of 
the missionary society of her church, more a practical than a professing 
Christian, and she died in the faith, as her father and mother had died. 

December 10, 1850, she was married to Rev. John H. Brunner, D.D., 
•f the Holston Conference, and for sixty-two years aided him in his 
work as pastor and college president. She was the only sister of the 
Hon. David McKendree Key, postmaster-general under President Hayes, 
and his equal in mental endowments. 

To her eminently applied these words : "She seeketh wool and flax, 
and worketh willingly with her hands. . . . She layeth her hand to 
the spindle, and her hands hold the distaff. She stretcheth out her 
hands to the poor; yea she reacheth forth her hands to the needy. . . . 

She openeth her mouth with wisdom, and in her tongue is the law of 
kindness. She looketh well to the ways of her household, and eateth not 
the bread of idleness. Her children arise up and call her blessed ; her 
husband also, and he praiseth her.” — (Prov. xxxi., 10-31.) 

Mrs. Brunner talked but little after she was stricken down. She had 
kind and tender nursing by her husband, son, and his wife. She was 
buried beside her two infant daughters and her father and mother.
